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REMARKS -General

able 10 operate as a scraper it would be difficult to do as the blade face is perpendicular to the 
linildlc making it difficult to use with an up and down motion that is used in scrapping where 
iis hi (lie Applicant's invention the blade face is parallel with the body of the device.
